Raleigh, N. C., July 28.—Nothing came 
from the conference today between As- 
sistant United States Attorney General 
Edward T. Sanford and Governor Glenn 
concerning a basis of settlement of the 
pending railway rate litigation between 
the state and the Southern railway, in- 
volving the jurisdiction of state and 
federal courts. Governor Glenn em- 
phasized the statement that it would be 
useless for the railroads to make any 
proposition that did not first provide 
that the state rate law should go into 
effect pending the result of the litiga- 
tion, and that if the railroads refused 
his offer the state would, in a perfectly 
legal way, continue to execute the law 
as he sees fit. If necessary, he an- 
nounced, he will call and extra session 
of the genera! assembly that it might act 
as it saw fit on all matters affecting 
the pending [fitigation;: that as he gets 
his authority and power through it, that 
body alone, by way of eminent domain, 
etc., can contro] and regulate railroads 
acting in defiance of both the law and 
the proceedings of legally constituted 
state courts. An extra seems 
inevitable as a basis of settlement. 

Suggestion by Governor Glenn, 

The governor suggested to Mr. San- 
ford the follewing, which he has wired 
to State Solicitor Brown at Asheville: 

“That the 2%-cent rate be put into 
effegt at once by the railroads until a 
finaj legal settlement: the state to ap- 
peal from the order of Judge Pritchard 
discharging from custody the Southern 
railway ticket agents in Asheville; the 
Southern railway to appeal to the su- 
preme court of North Carolina in the 
Wake county case, in which the com- 
pany was fined $30,000, and if decided 
against it to go by writ of error to the 
supreme court of the United States; 
each side to cooperate to have bath 
eases advarced, argued together and 
speedily determined; the state at its op- 
tlon to indict the Atlantic Coast Line 
in one case for violation of the rate 
law: all other indictments to be stopped 
pending a fina! determination of the 
case: the governor to advise all people 
against bringing penalty suits pending 
final determination, and to ask the peo- 
ple as a whole to acquiesce in these 
arrangements: the infunction suit pend- 
ing before Judge Pritchard to be dili- 
gently prosecuted without the state 
waivine anv question of iturisdiction.” 
Correspondence Regarding Muddle.

From Solicitor 
Glenn: 

“Asheville, N. C., July 23, 1907.—Re- 
ferring to the passenger rate litigation, 
THion. Edward T. Sanford, assistant at- 
torhey general of the United States, 
who is here as a rerresentative of the 
d@puartment of justice, has made the fol- 
lowing suggestion to me as a represen- 
tative of the state and to counsel repre- 
senting the Southern Railway Company 
in the {interest of harmony and to avoid 
colflict between the federal and state 
courts, which T accordine!lv submit for 
your consideration, namely: 

“That in view of the two decisions 
hy Judge Pritchard and Judge Long, 
which fully present the contentions both 
of the etate and the railway company, as 
to the effect of the injunction in the 
railway rate case. an orderly and 
speedy determination of the aquestions 
involved be obtained in the following 
manner: 

‘] That the appeal by the state in the 
habeas corpus case before Judge Pritch- 
ard be prosecuted to the supreme court 
of the United States and application 
made to advance the hearing.

“9 That the railway cormpany also 
take an appeal to the supreme court of

queatiors. 

“T am advised that Mr. Sanford has 
ohtained aasent of the Southern 
Ratlway Company to this method of 
settlement.”

The fine residence of J. L. Odowd, on 
upper Broad street, was struck by light- 
ning and was entirely destroyed by fire. 
In fightimg the flames two firemen were 
seriously injured by falling timbers. Mr. 
Odowd and family are in Charleston, 8S. 
C., spending a vacation, and the house 
was not occupleq at the time. 

The storm began about 7:30 o'clock, 
coming from the southwest. When at 
its height the wind attained a velocity 
of 75 miles per hour, and duvuring the 
two hours that the storm was in prog- 
ress over 5 inches of rain fell. Light- 
ning struck trees in all sections of the 
city, but no fatalities were caused. The

Those 
that did received little patronage, for 
few people ventured on the streets. The 
storm was the worst that has ever vis- 
iteq this section, according to the rec- 
ords of the weather bureau. The ve- 
locity of the wind was the greatest on 
record. and the rainfall was phenome- 
nally heavy. In addition there were fre- 
quent discharges of lightning, nearly 
every bolt of which set a building on 
fire. The blaze so caused was usually 
extinguished by the downpour—this was 
the case at the Augusta factory, the 
largest cotton mill in the south, which 
was set on fire by lightning. By the 
time the badly handicapped fire depart- 
ment responded the flames had been ex- 
tinguified by rain, It is estimated that 
the damage to residences alone will ex- 
ceed $25,000, while the loss sustained by 
the city through damage to streets, etc.,

Judge Peebles Declares He Will Not 
Go Into Trial ef the Other 18 
Men Who Are Accused of 
Taking Part in Lynch- 
ing of Johnson. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 26.—The efforts 
of the state of North Carolina to bring 
to justice the twenty odd citizens of 
Anson county who took J. V. Johnson 
from Wadesboro jail the night of May 
28. 1906. and lynched him, came to an 
abrupt termination this afternoon when 
the jury in the case of Zeke Lewis, the 
second of the alleged lynchers to be 
tried, returned a verdict of not guilty. 

The fury was out an hour and three- 
quarters, and when the verdict was an- 
nounced, Judge Peeples, who has been 
presiding at Union county superior 
court, formally discharged it, and stated 
that he wouldn't not go into the trial of 
another one of the men indicted, there 
being too much feeling in both Union 
and Anson counties in favor of the de- 
fendants to hope for a conviction. He 
urged Solicitor Robinson to move for a 
of the other Gases, to some 
other county. The other eighteen de- 
fendants were required to give bonds of 
$5,000 for their apearance at the Janu- 
ary term of Union county court. 

Johnson, the victim of the mob’s ven- 
geance, was under indictment for the 
murder of a relative, Guin Johnson, and 
was awaiting trial] at a special term of 
Anson county court when lynched. 
Twenty-thrée men were indicted for the 
crime, and three fleq the state and have 
never been apprehended.

Kansas City, Mo., July 25.—Helena. 
Ida and'l.ida Conley, sisters, and Wy: n- 
dotte Indians, began an armed guard to- 


day over the graves of their ancestors 
in Huron cemetery, in Kansas City, 
Kans., recentl yordered sold by the gov- 
ernment, and threaten to shoot the first 
person who may attempt to remove tke 
bodies. 

Congress ordered the sale of the ceme- 
tery, set aside for many years as a tribal 
burying ground, and division of the 
money among the remaining members of 
the Wyandotte tribe, first removing the 
bodies. The three girls say they will not 
permit the graves to be touched. Miss 
Helen Conley said: 

“From this time on, one of the three 
Conley sisters will be here in the day- 
time. tA night al} three of us shall 
sleep here and guard. 

In this cemetery are buried one hun- 
dred of our ancestors. The blood of 
the ancient royalty of France flows in 
my veins. My grandfather owned the 
whole state of Ohio, Why should we 
not be proud of our ancestors and pro- 
tect their graves? We shall io it, and 
the man that attembpts to steal a body 
will be shot.” 

‘“‘We shal} keep righmt on asking bids 
on the property,’ said B. Durant, 
chairman of the government commis- 
sion, who is trying to sel] the cemetery. 
“The government is behind us.”

Boise, Idaho, July ~The case of the 


state éf Idaho against William fb. Hay- 


wood, charged with the murder. of 
Frank Steunenberg, a former governor 
of the state, will res; with judge and 
jury by tomorrow night. 

Clarence Darrow, after speaking for 
eleven hours, concluded the fina] plea 
for Haywood’s life at 4:20 p. m., and 
at 7 o'clock this evening United States 
Senator Borah opened the closing ar- 
gument for the prosecution. Judge: Fre- 
mont Wood will instruct and charge the 
jury on Saturday morning. 

At least 1,000 people were 
find seats in the court room tonight. 
T’wo hours before the hour set for the 
third session of the day, crowds began 
to arrive and within half an hour the 
doors were closed to all but court of- 
ficials and newspaper men, It was ali 
audience composed almost entirely of 
Boise people, gathered to hear the 
speech of the young man, who, recently 
elected by the people of Idaho to rep- 
resent them in the United States sen- 
ate, has been the assistant eounsel for 
the prosecution in the case agamst Hay- 
wood. 

Widow of Steuenberg 

Aside from the unaccustomed crowd in 
the court room and the large number of 
women present, the scene was much 
as it has been at each of the sessions 
during the last || weeks, Mrs. Stuenen- 
enberg, the widow of the murdered gov- 
ernor, appeared in the court room for 
the first time since the trial opened. 
She occupied a seat 
beside her youngest son, Julian. Gov- 
ernor Gooding, with a number of the 
executive staff and a large representa- 
tion of the state judiciary and bar, were 
among the audience. Haywood was 
surrounded by his counsel and his wife, 
in her invalid chair, was, as usual, by 
his side. 

At the prosecution's table, when Sen- 
ator Borah rose to speak, were seated 
two of the associated counsel, but Jas. 
H. Hawley, leading couneel for the 
state, was not in his place, owing to 
serious iliness. 

Attorney Darrow, in his final plea for 
the acquittal of William D. Haywood, 
confined himself more closely today to 
a review of the evidence, but through- 
out the theme there continued the strong 
note of abuse of Orchard and condemna- 
tion for the Pinkertons. 

Darrow Threw All Restraint Aside. 

Extreme hoarseness at first inter- 
ferred somewhat with the speakers 
flights of oratory, but a libera] use of 
lozenges affected some relief and by the 
time Mr. Darrow reached the labor 
troubles in Colorado he threw all re- 
straint aside and in spite of a reminder 
from the court, he rose to even greater 
heights than yesterday in his assault 
upon the existing order, past and pres- 
ent. He would speak, he said, upon 
the subject of deportatrons and await 
the instruction to the jury later. 

Mr. Darrow defended the action of 
Jack Simpkins in disappearing. He ar- 
gued to the jury that at the time of 
Steunenberg’s death no man accused of 
the murder would have been given 4 
fair trial. He commended Simpkins for 
remaining in hiding during the present 
trial and brought  boid accusation 
against the jury he was addressing 
when he said: 

“Possibly a year hence every man who 
has not been hanged can get a fafr 
trial in Boise.” 

He explained the action of the West- 
ern Federation of “Miners in reelecting 
Simpkins a member of the executive 
boara on the ground that “as brave 
men and brothers, we should stand by 
him until he is tried and convicted.”

Fierce Qutbreaks lsains the 
Butchers in the Ghetto 
of Philadelphia 


STORES WERE SACKED 
AND MEAT DESTROYED 


Police Finally Forced to Use Their 
Clubs and Many Women Were 
Injured—Women Allege They 
Are Being Robbed by 
the Butchers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 25.—-The Jew- 
ish quarter the southern section of | 
the city was the scene of many dis- | 
turbances and incipient riots today of | 
the Yiddish women against Kosher 
butchers, who have raised the price of 
meats. All through the. Ghetto 
were flerce outbreaks, in which persons 
who attempted to patronize the stores 
were roughly handled. 

In several instances the stores were 
sacked and the meat destroyed. The 
women gathered in front of the stores 
and seized every person who entered. 
The meat customers had purchased was 
taken away from therm and thrown into 
the streets after coal oil or acid had 
been poured over it. In three shops 
oil was poured over every piece of 
meat, the chopping blocks and counters 
were overturned and the windows in 
the stores were demolished. 

The police of three districts were kept 
on the run answering riot calls, and 
reserve squads had to be sent to their 
assistance. 

As a result of the outbreaks, twenty- 
eight men and women were either sent 
to prison or held in bail for court to 
answer charges of assault, inciting to 
riot and other charges, and as many 
more were arrested and locked up for 
hearings tomorrow on minor charges. 

Many Women Injured. 

Because most of the disturbers were 
women, the police at first hesitated to 
use force in trying to disperse the 
mobs in front of the stores, but the 
situation became more serious, and they

sisting the officers. None was serious- 
ly hurt, however, and the authorities 
have the situation well in hand.

in which the disturbers were advised 
to use less strenuous methods, but to 
fight the butchers by refusing to buy 
meat from them. ‘The butchers’ plan 
to retaliate by having the “shockets” 
cease killing chickens and poultry, so 
that those participating in the boycott 
cannot secure a supply of flesh from 
this source. After the meeting, it was 
reported that a committee of women 
would go through the district and en- 
deavor to destroy all meat, but the 
police have taken measures to prevent 
any such attempt, and it is believed 
there will be no further disturbance. 
The women allege the retailers have 
been charging |4 cents and 16 cents a 
pound for meat which last year at this 
season could be bought for 10 cents and 
12 cents. More than one thousand wom- 
en met and formed an organization. They 
pledged themselves to use all possible 
efforts to influence other Jewish women 
to join in the movement against the 
butchers. A committee of thirty women 
was appointed, with instructions to post

MILITIA BILL 
IN HOUSE TODAY 


Measure Will Provide for the 
Organization of National 
Guard. 


There will be introduced in the house 
today by Representative Claude Smith, 
of Campbell, a bill, the object of which 
is to make the military organization of 
the state conform to the requirements 
of the Dick bill as passed by congress. 

This bill has been carefully prepared 
by Adjutant General A. J. Scott, who 
has consulted Governor Smith with re- 
gard to its provisions, and it is essen- 
tial that it be passed at the present 
session because the nationa) law re- 
quires that the militia of each state 
shall conform to the terms of the Dick 


law by January !, 1908. 


The first section of the bill provides 
for the organization of the national 
guard of the state into a division, bri- 
gades, regiments, battalions, squadrons, 
troops, batteries, companies and signal 
corps, in accordance with the organiza- 
tion which is prescribed for the regu- 
lar army of the United States. The 
governor, however, is given authority 
to disband, reorganize or change these 
organizations whenever in his judgment 
it is deemed necessary for the efficiency 
of the state militia. 

Section 2 provides that the military 
staff of the governor shali consist of 
One adjutant general and one quarter- 
master general, each of whom shall have 
the rank of brigadier general; one aide- 
de-camp with the rank of colonel, ond 


twenty-nine aides with the rank of lieu- 


tenant colonel. Provision is also made 
for such assistants to the adjutant gen- 
eral as may be needed. 

The adjutant genera) is placed at the 
head of the military department of the 
State under section 3, and his salary ig 
fixed at $3,000 annually to be paid from 
the military fund. Section 4 prescribes 
the duties of the quartermaster genera] 
in the care of the military property in 
possession of the state.

RIGHTS OF 71HE ‘MINORITY. 


The Constitution sincerely deprecates the intemperante, violent and even 
abusive language employed in some quarters by ardent advocates of the pro- 
hibition bill in criticising those who opposed that measure and in finding 
fault with the rulings of the speaker during the progress of the debate. 

Those who conducted the filibuster of Wednesday must be given equal 
credit for honest conviction and a determination to serve the state according 
to the dictates of their conscience as those who were on the other side. There 
are some people who will not concede the possession of consciences to their 
opponents. It is inconceivable to them that one may honestly differ on a live 
question of public policy. 

The opponents of the prohibition bill frequently stated during the fili- 
buster on Wednesday that they did not hope to defeat the bill as a whole. 
They objected to some features which they considered drastic and unduly 
restrictive, pointing out that such elements in the bill might operate to defeat 
the very purpose of its supporters. They pledged themselves to support the 
bill if these restrictions, which they pronounced extreme, should be removed. 
Their remarks were taken as an evidence of defeat and the filibuster was pre- 
cipitated. : 

That those who were most conspicuous in engineering this legitimate 
parliamentary coup should have been subjected to such criticism as was in- 
dulged in in some quarters, is not creditable to the complainants. 

These “beardless striplings” who, with consummate skill, stood off a 
powerful and determined majority, won the honest admiration of the greater 
number of their opponents who were forced to admit their ability and sincer- 
ity. They were not like “terriers” worrying ‘a prostrate and tightly bound 
giant; there was no “insolence of youth” in either their bearing or their 
speeches. There was the utmost good humor, the utmost decorum on part of 
the younger men and the consciousness that they were following out a plan 
which met the wishes of their constituents and the approval of their own 
judgment. 

In their opposition to the measure as reported they took the position 
that the passage of the bill would make a grievous hole in the state’s revenue; 
that even should the state tax rate be increased to the constitutional limit of 
5 mills, there would still be a deficit in the state’s finances of over a quarter 
of a million dollars annually—hence that the state should at least go slow in 
committing itself to the proposed legislation. 

The harsh and unjust criticism of Speaker Slaton was answered by the 
house itself in the resolution, passed without a dissenting voice. commending 
him for his justness, Skill and impartiality in presidimg over the deliberations 
of that body during the long day of excitement. It required a coo] head and 
a thorough knowledge of parliamentary procedure to avert trouble and avoid 
parliamentary tangles. This was done and the one instance in which the de- 
corum and orderly conduct of the house was interrmipted could hardly have 
been avoided had a whole platoon of police been present. Certainly it was be- 
yend the speaker's control. Speaker Slaton met to the fullest measure the 
duties of his responsible position. As the presiding officer he could have pur- 
sued no other course than to be governed by the rules of the house, and the 
action of that body in unanimously commending the fairness of his rulings 
was a just and well merited compliment to him.

IMPORTANT BILL WELL AMENDED. 


The senate yesterday, by practically unanimous vote, passed the railroad 
commission bill. | 


The senate wisely amended the bil] which originally provided for an in- 
crease in the number of members of the commission to five, so as to leave 
the number as at present, three. There is nothing five commissioners could 
do which cannot, perhaps more expeditiously and satisfactorily, be done by 
three; resulting, therefore, in a saving of salaries as well as providing a 
more effective board. 


But there has been no more important or necessary action taken at this 
session than in the amendment to this measure offered by Senator Deen and 
adopted by the senate, and which will no doubt be wholly acceptable to the 
house, to empower the railroad commission to regulate and compel schedules, 
and to require roads to make connections at junction points. . 

Because of the absence of this authority, the traveling public of Georgia 
has been made to suffer week after week, month after month. in fact for some 
years, through wilful neglect on the part of the railroads of this state to keep 


these schedule promises or to make advertised connections at junction points, | 


not only with the trains of other lines, but with those of their own. 


Fortunately this is one provision ot the new law about the enforcement 
of which there can be no question. It will not be estopped by federal injunc- 
tion, even if applied for, because the supreme court of the United States has 
already decided in the North Carolina case, that states have the right to ex- 
ercise this power of schedule regulation and, particularly, to compel connec- 
tions af junction points, wherever it is decided that such connections are nec- 
essary to the public convenience, It will remain, therefore, only to pass the 
necessary orders, and the railroads will have no recourse except to comply 
wito them. 


Indifference to their schedules and persistent failure on the part of the 
railroads to make their promised connections, coming with a regularity that 
can be predicted with practical certainty, has grown almost to the propor- 
tions of a state scandal. The railroad commission has repeatedly asked for 
the power necessary to enable it to remedy these conditions, but never until 
now has it been within sight or prospect. 

The senate has acted wisely and well. The provision is one which in the 
interests of betterment of that service to which the public is justly entitled, 
cannot too quickly be placed upon the statute books.

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ADAIRSVILLE’S JUST COMPLAINT. 


In the midst of all the hubbub the legislature is stirring up over the pro- 
hibition question, small attention seems to have been given a serious situ- 
ation at Adairsville where the peach growers are losing thousands of dollars 
daily because of the failure of the railroads to furnish sufficient cars to haul 
che fruit to markets that are crying aloud for it at fancy prices. 

Day after’ day the peach growers have demanded refrigerator cars in 
which to ship their fruit, and so scant has been the supply that thousands of 
crates of peaches have rotted at the tracks. Wednesday night 11,000 crates, 
or twenty carloads of peaches, were stacked up beside the tracks waiting for 
the cars that never arrived, though due notice was given. The bulk of this 
fruit will probably prove a total loss. Other peach shipping stations are said 
to have guffered in similar manner. 

Naturally the peach growers of Adairsville are disheartened, In a year 
when the peach crop is short and the fruit is commanding high prices in the 
northern markets, these growers hoped and had a right to expect to recoup 
the losses of bad years. But, unable to secure transportation facilities when 
the demand for such service is at a comparative minimum, the orchard men 
fee] that the industry, in which they have invested thousands of dollars is 
doomed, and many of them, it is said, are getting ready to abandon their 
trees or sell them to anyone who wants to buy and take the chances. 

The railroads do not tee their own cars in the transportation of fruit, but 
those of the private car lines with which they are under contract. No doubt, 
therefore, there will be attempts to shift the responsibility for this disastrous 
condition. But that there is a responsibility which can and must be placed, 
there is no question. 

Primarily, it would seem, the railroads are directly responsible to the 
shipper. for this injury and loss, through their failure to supply the necessary 
facilities. The shipper can scarcely be concerned in any contract which the 
roads may have with the private car lines. 

There must be a remedy for such intolerable and disastrous conditions as 
those which the Adairsyille fruit growers have been made to suffer. If there 
is no law to cover the case, no law to compe] «he railroads to supply the nec- 
essary facilities for handling this traffic, there ought to be, and it should come 
without delay. There should be no excuse short of providential causes for 
such failure. 

Of course the application of such a law now wil] do the Adairsville fruit 
growers no good s0 far as the present season’s crop is concerned. Their only 
recourse as to that is suit for damages in the courts, and that they have a 
good cause of action, there can be no question. 

There should be no hesitancy, no delay in pushing the suit and fixing the 
responsibility where it belongs. And then there should come statutes which 
in future fruit seasons will make a recurrence of such conditions impossible.

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‘SETTLE PUMP AND RESERVOIR PROBLEM TODAY 


The problem of an additional pump for the Hemphil] station is now be- 
fore council. That body should not adjourn this afternoon before settling this 
important question finally. The special committee of council and the water 
board have discussed this question exhaustively and will today report to 
council that they are unable to agree. This means that council must act. 

The time for discussion and investigation has passed. Every member of 
council is familiar with the situation and knows every detail of the case. 
With these facts in mind and recognizing the imperative need of an addi- 
tional pump, they should vote today to protect the city from the danger which 
every fresh delay renders more threatening. 

Mayor Joyner warns against dillydallying and procrastination and urges 
that the matter be settled at once. The people of the whole city are behind 
him in this and add to his request their demand. 

The Constitution is not an advocate of either side in the present fight. 
We are not urging council to adopt one pump or the other. But we do insist 
that council] shall buy a pump and that the order be placed immediately. 

If the large pump at the Hemphill station should at any time break down, 
the city would not have adequate fire protection. In the event of such an ac- 
cident, the fire pressure of 160 pounds could not be maintained. This condi- 
tion will exist and this danger threaten tbe city until a new pump is installed. 
The minimum time required for such installation is 16 months; so it is evi- 
dent that prompt action is imperative. If council acts today, the city must 
nevertheless face for the next 18 months the danger of a breakdown and inp- 
evitable loss should a serious fire threaten. 


For council to delay another day in taking the necessary steps to perfect 
and improve the city waterworks system, is nothing less thar flying in the 
face of Providence. It would be nothing short of criminal carelessness. 

An additional reservoir is also needed and the work which was discon- 
tinued some time ago should be resumed without further delay. It is hoped 
that council and the board of county commissioners can reach some agree- 
ment by which the county convicts will be permitted to continue this work. 
Should the river plant become inoperative today, there would be only a suf- 
ficient supply in the city reservoir to feed the city filters for twelve hours. 
ae 1s an unusual condition, but it shows the need of taking -roper precau- 
ions. 

A new pump and an additional reservoir are imperatively demanded today 
to say nothing of the future. No one is more familiar with this need than the 
members of the city council. Any delay now will call for explanations.

It is a new thing that the public parks of the city are used for political 
meetings. . 

The parks are intended for pleasure grounds where the people may 
enjoy the beauties and the blessings of fresh air and outdoor life, At this time 
of the year, sweltering humanity craves the cool shade of the trees. Atlanta 
has established and maintains her public parks to meet this demand for recrea- 
tion and outdoor life. Here the children and their nurses are supposed to be 
free to enjoy themselves to their heart’s content. The grownups bent on 
leaving behind the heat and dust and turmoil of the city, expect to find there 
peace and refreshing breezes and quiet contentment. 

This whole scheme of things is destroyed and turned upside down if the 
parks are to be thrown open for political meetings. There is no peace, nor 
quiet fior comfort where factions wrangle and partisans resolute on the issues 
of the day. Such meetings are infringing upon the rights of the children and 
poaching upon the preserves which are primarily and especially devoted to 
them, 

There ire plenty of halls to be rented for po.itical discussions and pow- 
wows. Meetings of a political nature should not be permitted in the parks. 
They are strictly forbidden by the city code, without a permit from the park

The Agricultural. Normal and Indus- 
trial college, which was established un- 
der an act of the last legisiature, was 
represented by Presidente \w.

ENDORSEMENT OF HOUSE 


Representatives Express 


Their Confidence in Pre- 


siding Officer by Rising Vote—Statement 


From Mrs. Mary H. Armour. 


B. a ricing vote of 182 to O the house 
of representatives at the capitol on 
Thursday morning expressed their appro- 
bation and appreciation of the work of 
Speaker Slaton while in the chair on 
Wednesday, during the celebrated filli- 
buster on the prohibition question, and 
by this action refuted the charge made 
that he had been partial to the filibus- 
terers. 

All the morning the members crowded 
around the desk to express their personal] 
appreciation of his efforts under the try- 
ing circumstances. 

In speaking of the charges that the 
speaker had let filibusterers talk beyond 
their time, Judge Covington, of Colquitt, 
said, ‘During the debate on Wednesday 
I notice that overtime was taken some- 
times. but in justice to the speaker 1 
must say that I noted just ag often where 
speakers were chopped off ahead of the 
three minutes and on the whole, a fair 
equalization was given to all speakers 
on both sides. I think the speaker Was 
fair and impartial in his rulings.” 

So general wag the approval! given the 
speaker that it was arranged to have 
the speaker leave the chair while a mo- 
tion to that effect was sent to the clerk's 
desk. Mr. Jackson, of Jones, the speak- 
er pro tem., was sent to preside. When 
the speaker was called out and a reso- 
lution wag offered by Mr. Persons, of 
Monroe, a strong prohibitionist and one 
of the leaders of that faction in the houSe 
during the fight on Wednesday. He was 
followed by a number of prohibitionists 
who made strong speeches of commenda- 
tion before the resolution printed below 
was finally acted upon by a rising vote: 

“Be it resolved by the house, That the 
memberg therof do hereby commend our 
honored speaker, Hon. John M. Slaton, 
for the eminently fair and impartial 
manner in which he presided over the 
house during the procedure of the house 
on Wednesday, July 24.” 

Mr. Persons spoke at length in sup- 
port of his resolution. He paid a high 
tribute to the speaker. He said he had 
voted with the majority Wednesday, but 
thought the resolution due the speaker 
for hig fairness. 

Holder Explains Position. 
Holder, of Jackson, said: 

“Mr. Speaker: On last Friday ¥ was 
called to the chair to preside over the 
deliberations of this house. J was placed 
in that position not of my own seeking 
nor my own volition. I enforced the 
rules to the very best of my ability, and 
I did my utmost to enforce them impar- 
tially and fairly. I held that under rule 
167 of the house, which says, ‘The rules 
of this hause known as the constitu- 
tional rules shall in no case be suspend- 
ed: all other rules in no case be suspend- 
ed, nor the order of business changed 
except by a three-fourths vote of the 
members voting,’ that the rules of the 
house could be suspended by a three- 
fourths vote for the purpose of reading 
the prohibition bill the second time. I 
believe then that 1 ruled right and I 
stil] believe that my ruling was correct. 

“But I admit that it is a debatable 
question ‘because rule No. 40 says that 
‘every motion to suspend the rules for 
the purpose of taking up bills or résolu- 
tions out of their regular order, and 
every motion to make special orders 
shall. except by the unanimous consent 
of the house, be submitted in writing and 
reported on by the committee on rules 
before being submitted to the house. I 
thought then, and think now, that rule 
No 167 applies to rule No. 40 as well 
as any other Tule of the house not a 
constitutional rule, and this is not a 
constitutional rule. But if there is any 
doubt I give the benefit of the doubt 
to the suspension of the rules and 
progress of legislation, as the motion 
was to read the bill the second time. 

“T believe that it is expedient not to 
suspend rule No. 40 to take un bills or 
resolutions for a third reading, but I 
believe it is in the power of the house 
to do so. 

“T desire to say here and now, as an 
earnest advocate of what is known as

the prohibition bill, that the speaker 
of this house on yesterday treated every 
member of this house kindly and cour- 
teously. and I do not think that the 
friends of senate bill No. !, known as 
the P-ohibition bill, can have any 
grounds for making the least complaint 
against him. During the trying ordeal 
of nearly fourteen hours that* he pre- 
sided over the house he ruled with fair- 
ness, impartiality and dignity. I believe 
that he is one of the most capable pre- 
Siding officers who ever presided over 
the @eliberations of the Georgia house 
of representatives. I gladly express my 
confidence in both his honesty and fair- 
ness and I second the resolution of the 
gentleman from Monroe.”’ 
Many Other Seconds. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, amended this reso- 
lution by asking that the vote be a ris- 
ing one. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, followed in a brief 
Speech eulogizing the speaker for his 
fairness. 

Mr. Candler, of DeKalb; simply second- 
ed the motion. 

Mr. Boyd, of Spalding. paid one of 
the most glowing tributes to the speaker. 
He concluded with a bouquet of thanks. 

Mr. Ryals, of Bibb, told of the fear- 
lessness and fairness with which the 
speaker ruled and seconded the motion. 

Mr. Payton, of Worth, added his voice 
of praise to the growing flood of tribute 
to the speaker. 

Mr. McMullan, of Hart. concluded the 
eulogies. The vote was called and ona 
rising count the motion was carried by 
a vote of 182 to 0. 

It is recalled that in the session of 
1901, Speaker Little, who was then a 
member of the house from Muscogee, 
was with the majority and tried unsuc- 
ceesfully to break up the famous Joe 
Hill Hall filibuster and get the depot bill 
up for a vote. Just such parliamentary 
procedure ag marked the session of the 
house on Wednesday was gone through 
with and the effort to put the bill on its 
passage failed. 

The constitutional rule which allows 
one-fifth to order the call of the aye 
and nay vote was used to an advantage 
in that filibuster as in this, and the vote 
was effectually put off.

Superintendents and closer supervision 
of their work by grand juries and coun- 
ty boards. We see no necessity for @ 
change in the method of choosing county 
superintendents, but thére is need for 
better men in many of these places and 
better work in all of them. If the 
patrons of the schools, the school] trus- 
tees, the county boards and the grand 
juries will live up to their privileges and 
duties, we will soon see a vast improve- 
ment all along the line. We commend 
the plan of a local tax, to be voluntarily 
voted upon themselves by the school! dis- 
tricts, or, better still, by counties, to 
supplement the apportionment from the 
state fund and thus enable these school 
to be kept open for at least seven months 
& year. In all districts and counties 
where this has been tried the result has 
been most gratifying and encouraging. 

“Next to the need of money for our 
schools is the need of more and better 
teachers. We therefore give our hearty 
support to all the efforts that are being 
made by the state and by friends of 
education to remedy thig deficiency. A

SPEECH OF PRES. 


AT MEETING OF

RBSIDENT R. F. DUCKWORTH,

comprehensive and interesting speéch at 
the initial session of the convention. 

Mr. Duckworth traced the history of 
the union, told of the efforts of politi- 
cians and schemers to obstruct 
growth of the organization, and of 
fina] triumph. 

The Southern Cotton Association 
its president, Harvie Jor@an, came 
for a wholesome store of criticism. 

The speech in full follows: 

“The growth of the Farmers® Union 
in Georgia can best be unaerstood by a 
glance at its history. The first local 
union ‘was organized in Troup county 
and was chartered in January, 1904. 

“The fal] of 1904 found us in a set 
fight for higher prices on cotton.

added to our membership. This has 
enabled us to pay our debts and leave a 
balance to our credit. 

‘“T was selected as president’ ten 
months ago and it has been my aim to, 
carry out the work planned by the last | 
annual convention. The growth of the! 
organization shows that these plans 
were wise and progressive. We have 
won the fight before the railroad com- 
mission for passenger fare reduction. 

“We have been successful in fighting 
the adulteration of cottonseed meal to 
the extent of a number of mills being 
exposed by the commissioner of agricul- 
ture. 

‘We have stirred Georgia from one 
end to the other on the question of for- 
eign immigration, and have exposed this 
scheme to rob the soutnern farmers 80 
thoroughly that an advocate of foreign 
immigration is hard to find. 

Not Many Difficulties. 


“We have had many difficulties to 
contend with. It was while we were 
organizing in Troup, Harris and Meri- 
wether counties that Mr. Harvie Jor- 
dan decided to play the role of a protec- 
tor for the Georgia farmers by jumping 


on the Farmers’ Union and its organ- 


izers. This caused the members to be- 
come disheartened, ang as the work was 
young we were badly crippled. Organ- 
izers were hard to get, and those that 
were persuaded to take the fleld met 
with what Mr. Jordan had said, bDe- 
came discouraged, and returned home 
to tell the boys ‘“‘that the farmers could 
not be organized.’ This caused the 
locals to become weak-kneed, and they 
would write to headquarters for a speak-

By this means it is possible to sink a column of casing through the most stubborn beds of quicksand*¢or 
other soft formations, which will not, through their lack of stability, admit of the usual procedure of first 
drilling the hole and then lowering the casing to form the final and lasting wall for the well. 

In cases where the formation is composed of clay of sufficient density to retain the wall of the well in 
place, a smaller pipe is used armed with a perforated bit, through which the water is forced in same manner, 
and when the depth is reached where it may be desirable to insert the casing, the drilling pipe is Pepe and 
the casing is inserted in the hole thus prepared for it. .

Switchyard purposes. They are so lo- 
cated that it is impracticable to use 
them for making up and breaking up 
trains without making tbe crossing with 
Market street a part of the switch yards. 
With the immense travel on that street 
this, of course, is inconvenient. danger- 
ous and inconvenient. In addition it 
would be such an intolerable nuisance 
that the public could nwt submit to it. 
In fact, under the persistent demands 
of the city the present lessee has com- 
pleted its yards in the southwestern por- 
tion of the city where it makes up and 
breaks up all freight trains and uses 
the Western and Atlantic yards only 
for storage and unloading purposes. 

5. Along’the line of the Western and 
Atlantic in the eastern portion of the 
city or between the city and Boyce 
acreage property can now be obtained 
at moderate prices, sufficient to provide 
yards for all time to come. Ultimately, 
as the city grows this wilj become a 
necessity. It can never be done so 
cheaply as now. 

6. This property is too valuable to 
use for switchyards, especially when 
cheaper property can be acquired and 
will be better adapted to the present 
and future needs of the railroad. With 
Broad street extended and the property 
on both sides opened up for business 
purposes, it is confidently believed that 
Georgia's property couid be sold for a 
million and a half dollars or leased at 
a figure that would realize 5 per cent 
on that valuation.

aul COME TO HALT 


Southern Pacific Did Not Take 
Action on Dividend. 


Rumor of Day Before That Dividend 
Rates Would Be Raised Caused 
Southern Pacific to Advance. 
Harriman Stocks Closed 
With Decline. 


New York, July 25.—Speculative op- 
erations fell into abeyance today with 
the announcement that the Southern 
Pacific directors had adjourned for a 
week without taking formal action on 
the dividend. Superficially, the halt in 
the market tonight might be construed 
into doubts as to what the dividend 
rates will be. As a matter of fact, it 
was allowed to be understood with 


sufficient exactitude that the executive 
committee of the directors had decided 
to recommend a quarterly dividend of 
| 1-2 per cent, thus raising the rate 
of disbursement from 5 to 6 per cent. 
Whether the removal of mystery from 
the dividend decision diminished the 
attractiveness of the stock from a 
speculative standpoint was a bruited 
Question, but the hesitation of the 
market seemed due. rather to doubts 
over What speclative program might 
be portended by the sinyular procedure 
regarding the dividend question. Last 
year there was excited speculation in 
the Harrimans up to the time of the 
‘meeting ot the directors on August 15, 
at which the dividends were declared, 
which became frenzied before the pub- 
announcement of the action 
made on August !7. Yet it was 
established by the testimony before the 
interstate commerce commission in the 
Harriman investigation that the divi- 
dend rates last year had been discussed 
and presumably determined at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee on July 

19. There seems to be no opportunity 
left this year for all this play or rumor 
and uncertainty and traders fn the stock 
Stepped aside in a quandary over the 
possibility that yesterday's animated 
transactions had completea the discount- 
ing of the expected § increases. The 
price of the stock went to sg! 3-8 today 
in the early extension of yesterday’s 
movement, but the amount of sales to 
realize the higher leve] became so por- 
tentous as to discourage further at- 
tempts to advance it. On the day last 
year when the announcement was pub- 
lished that the stock had peen placed on 
a 6 per cent dividend basis It sold at 
89 and in the weeks foilowIng up to 
97 1-2, the record figure. Since that 
it has sold at 66 3-4. Southern Pacific 
dominated the day’s market and when 
it reacted from the early advance the 
rise in Reading was ineffective to hold 
the market, although seemfngtly designed 
to do so. Other factors were of little 
influence on stocks. The series reflect- 
ed disappointment over the failure of 
the directors to take acf*on on the pre- 
ferred dividends at the meeting yester- 
day. Money on call continued to rule 
easy, but rates for time loans were 
marked up again for some periods. The 
ease Of eal] money Is attributable to the 
large supplies yielded on sub-treasury 
operations, the government tnstitution 
having paid to the banks on balance 
$3,370,000 since the last bank statement. 
Foreign exchange rates were maintain- 
ed today, in spite of the dullness in that 
market. Discounts advanced in Lon- 
don and the modest recuperation dis- 
played in the weekly return of the Bank 
of France was not sufficient to allay 
entirely the supposition of further gold 
withdrawals for the bank’s benefit. The 
fresh decline in the prices of copper in 
London hurt the metal stocks, tn spite 
of the taking of the amount of the divi- 
dend off the price of Amalgamated Cop- 
per. 

The Harriman stocks both closed the 
day with small net declines and the 
market did not shake off the heavi- 
ness which developed after the adjourn- 
ment of the Southern Pacific directors.

_ Use an Incubator. 

In spite of the fact that last season's 
sale of incubators is estimated at over 
250,000, not every poultry keeper oper- 
ates an incubator, says L. E. Keyser 
in Western Poultry Journal. Many are 
still hatching with hens. and others whe 
have made a failure with their first in- 
cubator have relegated it to the store~- 
room and returned to the old method, 
This failure mey not have been 
fault of the incubator, and 
there is no reason why should 
abandon the use of up-to-date methods. 
There are good incubators which are a@ 
material help to all who raise poultry 
and indispensable to those who raise 
any appreciable number of chicks. I8 
is often possible to rig an old incubator 
over so it will do good work by mak- 
ing a few changes which the advance 
in incuba4sor instruction has demon- 
Strated to be necessary in a first-class 
hateher. If the old machine is really 
no good, buy a new one. You have 
paid dearly for your first experience, 
but if later you secure a good machine 
this early loss can soon be repaid. 

No person can now profitably raise 
poultry without an ineubator and @ 
system of brooding. It does not pay te 
whit the pleasure of a hen and then 
tend her for three weeks in order to 
get from six to ten chicks, when we 
can take off a hundred or more im the 
same time and do it at a time when 
the chicks are wanted. With the in- 
cubator we can get early chicks before 
the hen has thought of sitting. We can 
hatch a brood of broilers that will pay 
for the incwbator before it is wanted 
for hatching the breeding and laying 
stock, and after the natural hatching 
season we can make another hatch of 
chicks that will sell in the fall for 
broilers. These late chicks, known in 
some sections as ‘cold storage broilers,” 
find a ready sale, and while the price is 
not hig@h the birds heave not cost much, 
as they will have secured the larger 
portion of their food from the range 
and fields from which the grain has been 
harvested.
